For  if 
you  are  to  be  confidered  as  a  firfl 
m — r,  you  mud:  in  fome  degree  be 
refponiible  for  all  meafures;  ’twill 
not  avail  you,  to  fay,  this  is  in  fuch 
an  one’s  department ;  we  all  know, 
that  as  men  and  things  are,  they  are 
little  more  than  clerks  in  office, 
whom  you  have  recommended,  as 
the  Favourite  dictated  to  you.  Has 
there  been  any  one  falutary  ftep  ta¬ 
ken  to  oblige  the  Americans  to  re¬ 
turn  to  their  obedience,  except  the 
fendine  two  battalions  over,  after 
the  whole  country  has  been  fo  long

in  almoft  open  rebellion  to  the  laws  ? 
when  ’tis  well  known,  that  any 
firmnefs  of  government,  and  a  re- 
folute,  temperate  fupport  given  to 
a  deferving  governor  there,  would 
long  fince  have  reduced  thofe  un¬ 
grateful  fubjedls  to  their  obedience  ; 
I  do  not  mean  by  this,  that  I  would

Let  them  hate,  fo  they  fear;  nor 
was  I  ever  for  leaving  the  colonies 
in  that  ftate  you  (and  your  imme¬ 
diate  prcdecejjors  in  power)  have 
done,  which  may  at  laft  oblige  his 
j\! — -y  (who  is  as  eminent  for  his 
good-nature,  as  tor  his  good  inten¬ 
tions)  to  purfue  meafures  which  he 
abhors ;  and  by  which,  you  mean 
to  throw  your  fucceffor  (for  one 
you  mu  ft  loon  have,  or  this  coun¬ 
try  will  be  beyond  retrieving)  into 
thofe  unavoidable  difficulties,  which

ceffity,  there  was,  in  America  s 
contributing,  in  fome  degree,  to¬ 
wards  the  relief  of  England,  that 
was  involved  in  fuch  a  debt  for  their 
fecurity  and  profperity ;  men,  who 
would  have  carried  thole  wife  and 

falu- 
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falutary  meafures,  originally  plan’d, 
into  execution,  had  not  thole  for¬ 
mer  friends  and  affociates  of  your 
G — e  (whom  you  have  fince  de- 
ferted)  ufed  every  art  to  ftir  up  the 
colonies  to  a  refiftance  :  and  even 
thofe  arts  would  have  failed,  had 
there  not  been  means  found  out 
here,  unfortunately  to  withdraw 
the  favor  and  fupport  of  the  cl — -t 
from  that  able  m'inijier  who  then 
prefided. 

I  know,  my  lord,  there  are  thofe 
now  among  you,  who  are  friends 
to  fevere  counfels,  and  who  will 
alledge,  that  it  is  an  eafy  matter  to 
harangue  upon  lenity ;  but  the  prac¬ 
tice  is  not  fo  fafe,  where  the  fubor- 
dination  of  our  colonies  is  at  flake  ;

iage;  that  the  fecurity  of  the  no-

and  make  examples  of  the  leaders, 
would  argue  timidity,  or,  at  b eft, 
too  much  remifsnefs.  But  how- 


evei  plaufible  thefe  arguments  mav 
be ;  however  fuited  to  the  temper 
and  difpofition  of  thofe  violent,  un¬ 
thinking  heads,  yet  I  doubt  the 
effedis  would  not  prove  what  thofe 


gentlemen  might  flatter  thcmfelv< 
with  ;  for  the  fpirit  of  this  reiifl 
ance  has  been  fo  encouraged  b

not  only  infected  them  with  a  de¬ 
gree  of  contempt  for  that  very  au¬ 
thority  which  you  now  would  avail 

yourfelf  of,  but  alfo  with  a  parti¬ 
cular  hatred  to  one  fett  of  gentle¬ 
men,  whofe  fteady  conduct  and 
principles,  have  not  only  proved 
them  the  true  friends  of  this  coun¬ 
try,, 
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try,  but  manifeftly  made  it  appa¬ 
rent  they  are  the  only  men  that  can 
at  lad  be  looked  up  to,  and  lought 
out,  for  their  abidance.  I  will  ac¬ 
knowledge,  and,  in  fotne  degree, 
allow,  that  there  might  be  too  great 
a  doicifm  or  contempt  for  American

despicable,  humbling  figure,  we 
have  made  ever  fince  that  minijier 
\\as  displaced ;  it  has  been  as  a 
fcourge  from  heaven  for  our  pride 
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and  luxury,  and  the  terrible  fixa¬ 
tion  of  our  affairs  at  prefen t  fhews 
it,  theconfufion  we  are  in  at  home, 
the  contempt  we  are  in  every 
where  abroad,  proves  it.  But, 
alas !  nothing  can  make  it  more 
evident  than  your  lordfhip  beinit 
placed  in  that  chair  where  a  Wal- 
P°lc  and  a  Grenville  has  been  feated. 

Befoi  e  I  take  my  leave  of  you, 
my  lord,  I  mud  drop  one  word 
or  two  to  remind  your  G —  of  a- 
nother  capital  misfortune  that  lias 
happened  to  this  country  during 
your  ad - n  ;  which  I  really  be¬ 

lieve  could  not  have  fallen  upon  us, 
under  any  other,  and  which  I  have 
fome  doubts  if  you  are  not  fiill  ig¬

ther  advantages.  The  Genoefe 
would  never  have  had  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  fo  effentially  (lab  our  trade 
and  navigation,  or  at  leaft  would 
not  have  dared  to  have  waked
